BONDING THE STATE FOR ROADS. 


Governor Gillett's message 
to the legislature 
is a. sensible 


and business like document. In nearly all of its recommend- 
ations itwilldoubtless 
meet with general 
approval. 
There 


is one important particular upon which public opinion will 
bo divided, namely on the proposition 
to bond the state for a 


large amount for the purpose ofbuilding state highways. 
It 


is proposed 
to issue $18,000,000 of long-term 
bonds 
to con- 


struct highways throughout the state —the main arteries 
of 


travel. 
The construction 
to be under the direction ofexperts 


inroad-building, 
thereby insuring 
the best 
roads 
possible 


under the conditions existing in the different portions of the 
state. 
The idea is that the state shall take care of the prin- 


cipal of the bonds, but the aunual interest shall be borne by 
the couutries through which these state 
highways 
pass, 
we 


presume pro rata, according 
to the mileage of each 
county. 


The plan may appear alluring to many. 
Indeed, 
we notice 


in some counties 
the proposition is being discussed 
enthusi- 


astically, with a determination 
to capture as many miles of 


road under 
state 
control 
as possible. 
As far as 
Amador 


is concerned, itis by no means clear whether the plau 
offers 


much advantage. 


• Itlooks enticing for the state 
to put up 


the money to build model highways, 
There is practically 


unlimited means behind the state, and no matter 
what 
the 


cost the roads would be built on scientific principles. 
Then 


there is another, prevalent, but very erroneous notion, to the 
effect that when a road is thus constructed it willstay 
built; 


the annual cost of keeping the same in repair will be 
com- 


paratively trifling. Ifthis were true, the whole road problem 
would be simplified, ifnot solved. 
But itis far from being 


true. 
No matter of what material the highway is construct- 


ed, the cost of subsequent 
maintenance is the most important 


factor to be taken into consideration. 
We may talk of turn- 


piking, and all that, but the fact remains that the road will 
not stay turnpiked, nor 
even 
macadamized, 
without a very 


heavy outlay. 


Suppose the Amador wagon road were made a state 
high- 


way,or the road from the Cosumnes 
to theMokelumne river— 


certainly these are the only thoroughfares in this county that 
would or should stand any chance of being thus distinguish- 
ed. 
The taxpayers would not only be called upon to pay for 


keeping the road in repair, as they are now doing, but also 
to meet the annual interest on the pro rata of bonds 
issued 


for original construction. 
In other words, the benefit 
held 


out to Amador people would consist of possible superior 
con- 


struction work under competent supervision. 


Itis very doubtful whether a bonding 
proposition of this 


kind would carry. 
Certainly the voters in the large cities, 


who 
would receive 
no direct benefit 
from the money 
so 


raised, would not favor it. They would be called upon to pay 
the larger share of the taxes for the redemption 
fund, and 


content themselves 
upon the indirect benefits that would ac- 


crue from improved roads. 
Neither willthe scheme take in 


many sparsely settled interior counties 
like Amador, distant 


from the large centers ofpopulation. 


The lesson from experience in Amador county is decidedly 


against running in debt for roads. 
Itis tantamount 
to an 


admission that the county is unable to raise money sufficient 
to pay running 
expenses, 
for road 
maintenance 
and 
con- 


struction, ina long established 
community mnst be 
classed 


with running expenses. 
For years we have been raising the 


limitfor road purposes, 
spending between 
$20,00p 
and $30,- 


000 aunually for the highways; 
And the consensus 
of opin- 


ion is that we have not been 
getting 
value 
for the money. 


What 
has 
become 
of the agitation 
so pronounced 
a few 


months ago for radical changes in the road laws, so to take 
them out of the hands ofthe supervisors. 
That was a practi- 


cal and commendable 
agitation, promising 
material 
benefit. 


But a scheme to divide the responsibility 
between 
the 
state 


and 
local authorities by piling up a bonded 
indebtedness, 


seems 
like drifting from bad to worse.

A new theory 
of 
gold-bearing 
alluvial deposita haa been worked 
out by M. Fieux, a French geologist, 
it has been usually assumed [that 
gold sulphide and tellurlde in the 
earth’s central nucleus have been 
dissolved in hot springs and after­ 
wards 
deposited 
with gelatinous 
silica, and that erosion of the au ri­ 
ferous quartz veins thus formed has 
given the alluvial strata containing 
metallic gold. This proves to be tine 
I d some cases. More often, however, 
the gold in the deposits is associated 
with basic rooks like diabase or dio- 
rite instead ot with silica, and rea­ 
sons are found for concluding that, 
iti general, 
heavy eruptive rocks 
have brought up some of the m otallio 
gold from the earth's interior,[and 
after oxidation 
aud 
erosion 
the 
lighter m aterials of these rooks have 
been 
washed 
away, 
leaving the 
heavier portions, including*the gold. 
D rinking tumblers made ot ice were 
first tried in Holland, whore they 
are considerably used iu hot weather, 
lhey are made by pouting a little 
water into a metallic outer mold, in­ 
troducing a well-centered inner form, 
aud plunging the whole into a freez­ 
ing m ixture. 
The early teudency to 
break at the bottom has been lem edied 
by shaping the molds so that the 
bottom is made thick apd curved u p ­ 
ward. 
Ou taking from the m old, 
the cup is given an external wrapper 
of paraffined paper for protection in 
banling, aud is then placed in cold 
ater storage until wanted tor use. 
Anthropologists are finding that 
there are odors peculiar to races as 
well as individuals. 
Dogs quickly 
recognize the individual odor, but 
our dull sense of smell seldom p e r­ 
ceives it. Negroes aud Chinese notice 
in the white man the odor ef death. 
Herve records that Negroes have a 
marked odor ot goats; aud Japanese 
and Chinese are said to have odors 
so distinct that it haa been possible 
to tell by the smell whether a d is­ 
patch 
box came from Peking or 
Tokio. 
The autom atic gas lookout cf A r­ 
nold Philip and Louis J. Bteele, two 
British m arine engineers, is designed 
to detect ieukages of combustible 
vapor or gas in submaiinos or the co n­ 
fined spaces of larger vessels. 
The 
presence of gasoline vapor or danger­ 
ous gas is shown when the proportion 
is only a third of that required to 
lorm an explosive mixture with air, 
and warning is thus given in time to 
prevent accident. 
The apparatus in ­ 
cludes an electric-motor air pum p, 
with small pipes through which air 
is drawn from all parts of the vessel 
where oil or gas leaks ate likely to 
occur. 
When the air sucked In co n­ 
tains any considerable amount of in ­ 
flammable vapor or gas, a white light 
goes out aud a red light is lighted, 
and at the same time uu electric bell 
is sounded. 
An indicator also shows 
the pipe through which the contam ­ 
inated air has been drawn. 
The neoessity of the rotation t of 
crops is 
well 
recognized am oug 
modern farm ers, and now it appears 
that in India N ature is seen practic­ 
ing the same thing in the forests. 
The soil becoming exhausted ufter n 
long peiiod of one kind ot forest, 
seedlings of other species gradually 
replaco the old trees as they die out. 
Du the ludían soil, the deodar tree 
has been observed taking the placo of 
-the blue pine, pine and oak slowly 
exchange plaoes, aud spruce aud 
silver fir have been noted gradually 
extending into a forest of failiug 
oaks. 
The balance or compensating screws 
for the balauce wheel of a watch are 
about Ü.0Ú inch in length, have a head 
0U.5 inch iu diam eter,an the threaded 
part is 0.0225 inch in diameter, with 
220 threads to the inch.

Thu now pulse counting wuluh, d e ­ 
signed for physicians or nurses,shows 
without culculatiou the number of 
pulse-houts per minute, aud has the 
udvuntages of Mtriut ucuuracy and <<f 
not requiring the atteutiou to be 
fixed ou the watch bauds, its princi­ 
ple is that ot a stop-watch. 
Bruising 
u push-button sets iu motion a large 
seuuud-huud, when counting of the 
pulsations begins, aud at the twen­ 


tieth another pressure on the button 
stops the band. The number of beats 
per minute is then indicated on the 
dial. Again pressing the button sets 
tfie baud at starting point, and the 
wntjch is ready for another deter­ 
mination. Besidea this use, the ap ­ 
paratus is also adapted for autom ­ 
atically recording any ohrsevations in 
minutes, seconds aud fifths 
of a 
second. 
The occurrence of nppendioitls in 
the anMiropoid apes has heeri interest 
ing the surgeons air the Pasteur in ­ 
stitute In Paris. 
A young female 
chimpanzee from the Gongo dlod 
from appendicitis in 19U4, and aiuce 
then it lias been iound that theae 
animals have a previously unsuspect­ 
ed resemblance to man iu a special 
liability to this disease. A post m or­ 
tem examination of 01 chimpanzees 
gave evidence that not less .than IU 
had been effected with appendicitis. 
UhrouiC appendicitis was discovered 
HÍ8U In hd orangoutang, Hnd one of 
two gorillas exam ined had the same 
affection. In these apes the appendix 
is practically tho same as iu man, the 
ohief difference being that it is a 
little longer. 
Grindstones ot artificial atone have 
been satisfactorily tested for a year 
in glass-works of Wisconsin and O n­ 
tario. They are made by thoroughly 
mixing equal parts of the best P ort­ 
land cement and fine quartz sand, aud 
theu ,tamping into molds. 
Rightly 
made, the stones Bre freo from the 
troublesome hard and soft spots, 
grinding glass w ithout scratching. 
They have been pronounced superior 
to the natural stone, aud their cost 
is ouly about one-tenth as much.

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LOCAL EDITORIAL COLUMN. 


The feud between president Roosevelt and congress is wax­ 
in g more bitter. 
Senator Tillman this week in reply to a 
presidential document charging the senator with endeavoring 
to use his knowledge as a federal senator to his own benefit 
in contemplating the purchase of public lands in Oregon, 
bitterly arraigned the president. The South Carolina senator 
is vitriolic anyway, but had never tyffore been accused of 
anything approaching to corrupt conduct as a senator. 
H e 
was naturally worked up to the fighting pilch at this bomb­ 
shell from the presidential chair. 
The whole incident is to 
be regretted. 
It has tended to widen the breach between the 
president and congress, to the detriment of the nation. Look, 
ing at the facts as presented in the president’s arraignment of 
Tillm an, it must be confessed there is very little to warrant 
holding up the senator before the country and the world as 
guilty of conduct unbecoming such an officer. 
At most it 
am ounts to an indiscretion, and it seems to us to be straining 
a point to reach even that verdict. Senator Tillman as senator 
became aware that certain lauds in Oregon were likely to re­ 
vert to the United States, and be open to acquisition under 
the public land laws.. 
H e thought of purchasing some of 
these lands, and having relatives do the same. 
It was an in ­ 
vestment which promised a fair return. 
T here was nothing 
criminal in it. 
Had the purchase been consumated, it is 
very doubtful if any criminal prosecution would lie against 
T illm an or anyone purchasing on his suggestion. 
It is not 
to be supposed that the elevation of a m an to the United 
States senate excludes him from engaging in enterprises of 
profit, whether in the direction of the purchase of real estate 
or any other lawful pursuit. 
If the acquisition of such lands 
was lawful for anyone else, it was lawful'fior a federal senator. 
T h e whole thing seems iike trying to make a mountain of a 
molehill, 


George C. Perkins was relected United States senator last 
Tuesday by the California legislature. 
T h is is a fitting re­ 
cognition of the valuable services he has rendered the state. 
T h is makes the fourth term in the senate, twice as long as 
any man from California has served in th at body. 
His elec­ 
tion was practically unanimous. The opposition melted when 
the test came, only one republican, Callan, reí using to cast 
his vote for caucus nominee. 
This was offset by the vote of 
Caminetti, the democratic senator from this district. 
He 
said the people in this senatorial distiict were in favor of ^ er­ 
kins a,nd as he had promised to keep in touch with 6the pop­ 
u la r choice in this respect lie could not do otherwise than to 
vote for Perkins.
